Tho report of the Tanjong Pagar Dock 
Company’s meeting to-day is invested with 
moro than ordinary simificance, says the 
Singapore Free Press of tho 17th inst, 
Caually it is a more dividend-allotting func- 
tion, interesting..chiefly to sharcholdors.

The people who wero 
in the house said that w portion of No. 32 
fell agninst No, 3), and that Shen the wall 
of No. 30 fell outwards, another portion of 
No. 32 falling at the same time, Tt was 
possible that after. they had heard. the 
evidence they would conclude that the 
wind caught the gable of Na, 82 and throw 
it over the Jauc against No, 30, and that 
tho almost immediate result was the fall of 
No. 30.
